France Overwhelmed by | 
Germany in War of 1870 


—— 


Conflict of 44 Years Ago Was an Almost Un- 
broken Series of German Victories Due to 
| Superior Organization. 


HB Franco-German, or Franco- 
Prussian, War of 1870-71, the last 
armed conflict which Western Eu- 

rope has seen, resulted from the ambi- 

tion of the French Emperor, Napoleon 

III., and the resolute statecraft of Bis- 

marck, Prime Minister of Prussia. It 

ended in the downfall of the French 

Empire and in the formation of the 

present German Empire from what had 

previously been a loose group of king- 
doms and duchies. 


When it was proposed, July 3, 1870, that 
a Hohenzollern Prince, a member of 
the ruling family of Prussia, should be 
seated on the then vacant throne of 
Spain, the French Emperor saw a pre- 
text for war. France's protest, and ob- 
ection from other quarters, were fol- 
lowed by the withdrawal of the Hohen- 
zollern aspirant for Spanish sovereignty. 
But the Duc de Gramont, French Min- 
ister for Foreign Affairs, demanded 
from King Willtam of Prussia assurances 
as to the future, which William bluntly 
refused to give. The tone of the King’s 
reply was taken as an insult to France, 
and the Chamber of Deputies, by a vote 
of 246 to 10, declared war. Napoleon III 
approved the declaration on the national 
holiday, July 14, and France went to 
war “with a light heart.“ 

Count von Moltke, who had organized 
Prussia’s victorious campaign against 
Austria in 1866, formed a plan of cam- 
paign against France long before war 
was declared. He divided the forces 
of Prussia and of the South German 
estates, Prussia’s allles, into three armies, 
a total of 475,000 men. The King headed 
the first army. The mobilization order 
was telegraphed over Germany the night 
of July 15. 

French Unprepared. 

The French, who had made no such 
preparations, were nearly a week be- 
hind in getting their army to the fron- 
tier, and not until Aug. 1 did France 


Aug. 4 the Germans won their first 
victory at Welssendure in what was 


ten French territory. On the following 
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army, which was commanded by Em- 
peror Napoleon III, with Marshal Mac- 
Mahon as chief of staff. The army, in- 
cluding the Emperor, surrendered 
Sept. 1. 

With the downfall of the army, the 
most vigorous part of France's resist- 
ance to the German invaders began. 
Thousands who had been indifferent to 
the ambitions of “Napoleon the Little,“ 
but wh were ready to give their lives 
in defense of their homes, rose to defend 
Paris. With the Emperor a prisoner. 
a Republican government was formed. 
The Prussians laid siege to Paris, and 
Oct. 7 Leon Gambetta, escaping from 
the city In a balloon, undertook to or- 
ganize the other cities of France to send 
a new army to the relief of Paris. His 
task was a desperately difficult one, 
yet he worried the Germans more than 
any other French soldier or statesmtn 
had done. In a few weeks he created 
and equipped 12 army corps, which 
moved toward Paris and turned the at- 
tention of the Germans from the siege. 

The surrender of Bazaine at Metz, Oct 
28, released a large German force which 
had been engaged there. The new 
French army was still harrassing the 
Germans near Orleans, when, Jan. 29 
1871, Paris capitulated, having been 
starved into submission. 

The Germans did not wait for the 
final triumph to consummate their work 
of empire building. Jan. 18% 1871, King 
William was crowned Emperor of Ger- 
many at Versailles, in the royal palace 
of Louls XIV and his Bourbon succes- 
sors. 


Indemnity §1,000,000,000.

HE vital importance of Belgium in a war between France and 
Germany lies in the fact that unless Germany may move across 
Belgian territory, neutralized by treaty, an invasion of France 
would have to be through the heavily fortified French frontier proper. 


For about 250 miles this frontier line separates France from Belgium and 
Luxemburg. The remainder separates France from German territory.

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Olympic Brings $25,000,000 
in Securities London Sold 

NEW YORK, Aug. 5.—The steamship 
Olympic, which reached her dock today, 
brought millions of dollars’ worth of 
American securities from London, which 
were dispatched for delivery on sales 
made in the days of great liquidation 
last week. — 

The value of Europe's consignments 
expected on the Olympic and other 
steamships was estimated in conserva- 
tive quarters at $25,000,000, although the 
total sales made by cable in the vast 
outpouring of stocks had been figured 
at $79,000,000 at least. 

A considerable part of the securities 
sold was heid in this city by bankers 
and brokers for foreign account, and 
many of the stocks and bonds already 
have gone to the buyers.

The Emperor of Germany is command- 
er in chief of the army and navy. His 
chief of staff, who, under the Emperor, 
is the head of the imperial army, is 
Lieutenant-General Helmuth von Molt- 
ke, His family name was immortalized 
by his uncle, the great Field Marshal 
of Emperor William I, in the wars with

WILL BE STRUCK AT SEA 


Will Test Supposed 


He Refuses to Forecast Outcome, but Says Battles 


Value of Big Guns 


Over Smaller Rivals. - 


NEW YORK, Aug. 5.— The most de- 
cisive strokes in the general European | 
warfare will be delivered, in my belief, 
upon the sea, rather than upon land,’ 
declared Rear Admiral Alfred T. Ma- 
han, retired, in an interview with a 
Post-Dispatch reporter at his home near 
Quogue, L. I. I look for an allround 
naval conflict which should teach many 
things about sea-fighting craft, about 
guns and about armament.” 
The grizzled veteran of 40 years’ duty, 
who is also one of the world’s mos: 
| famous authorities and writers on naval 
| matters, expects that within a very 
short time the British, Italian and Greek 
navies will be in action, in addition to 
those already involved. 
“What will happen,” he was asked, 
“when dreadnaught meets dreadnaught. 
when the tremendously powerful modern 
super-battleships, with their 14-fhch 
guns and their thousand or more mea 
to the ship, get together? Will the 
problem of their worth, their effective- 
ness, be settled?“ 
„The problem of the A-B-G (or all- 
big-gun) ship, is a highly interesting 
one, Admiral Mahan replied, “and we 
may learn through this war of its 
worth. But the lesson will not be 
shown in any ship-for-ship fight. Dread- 
naught against dreadnaught will be no 
different than one old frigate against 
another old frigate in the days gone by. 
Would Test Big Guns. 
The really interesting and instructive 
combat would be between, say, a dozen 
dreadnaughts and a dozen and a half 
smaller vessels, for instance, of ordinary 
battleship: slze. We might then see 
whether or not the 12 and 14 inch gun 
is of so great importance as has lately 
been assumed.“ 
The Admiral intimated that from data 
he had been able to obtain, it was likely; 
that this very gun might prove tobe 
a much overrated weapon. 
“In the Russo-Japanese war 1 de- 
lieve—and many other naval /officers 
agree with me—that the bulk of the 
damage was done by the eight and 10 
inch guns,” he. said. “In that conflict 


fire, the number of hits was much more 
important than the siigle shots from 
great guns and I believe this war will 
prove the same thing. 

“For example imagine a single shot 
from a 14inch: gun hitting an enemy’s 
ship. It does tremendous damage, cer-

Two shots from eight- 
inch guns would be much more effective 
in battle than one 14-inch shot.

“Greece is intimating,”’ he said, “that 
she intends to side with her allies, Ser- 
via and Montenegro, The Greek navy, 
reinforced by the ships bought of the 
United States, could perform great 
service by keeping reinforcements ot 
Turks from coming from Asia Minor. 

“Austria replies to this intimation of 
Greece by declaring that she will block- 
ade the coast of Greece. Then the ques- 
tion arises immediately, will Italy put 
up with that? I believe not. But Italy 
will be forced to take action in this mai- 
ter, and certainly France will, with he:

The armored cruiser North Carolina 
probably will accompany the Tennessee. 
The North Carolina will carry addi- 
tional gold, probably to Mediterranean 
ports, leaving the Tennessee free to 
supply needs in the North. 
The House today promptly passed the 
$2,500,000 relief appropriation and within 
a few minutes the Senute passed it 
also, and it Went to the White House. 
Carrying millions in gold for the re- 
lief of Americans helplessly stranded 
by the upheaval in Europe, the Ten- 
nessee had been expected to start from 
New York across the Atlantic tonight. 
It will distribute its cargo at the prin- 
cipal northern ports in Europe for the 
use of banks and United States diplo- 
matic agencies in replenishing the 
purses of Americans who suddenly have 
found their letters of credit useless or 
their funds exhausted. 

Passing Ships Followed. 
In the wake of the Tennessee and 
North Carolina will sail a fleet of coast- 
wise steamers and vessels of neutral 
nations as soon as they can be mob- 
llized to bring the American tourists 
home. It was estimated today that 
there were at least 100,000 United States 
citizens abroad, one-fifth of whom 
urgently want to return. The oth- | 
ers, it is believed, have sufficient 
means to stay in Europe until after the 
first emergency fleet can return across 
the Atlantic for them, 

The Tennessee's gold cargo will con- 
sist of the fortunes that banks and ex- 
press companies will send to meet the 
needs of their patrons, together with 
the Government's emergency appropria- 
tion. Congress already has appropri- 
ated $250,000 and both Senate and House 
today agreed to President Wilson’s re- 
west that an additional appropriatior. 
af $2,600,000 be made. 

J. P. Morgan & Co. are said in a New 
York dispatch to have obtained from 
the Bank of France on the credit of 
their Paris branch, Morgan, Harges & 
Co., $5,000,000 in gold to be placed im- 
mediately at the disposal of Americans 
abroad, who lack funds on account of 
the war. It was said that more gold 
would be forthcoming in the same man- 
ner if necessary. 

While the Tennessee is steaming 
across the Atlantic, Government officials 
will bend their energies to solve the 
transportation problem.

“Following the example of our fore- 
fathers, firm and faithful, earnest and 
chivalrous, humble before our God and 
ready to fight when in face of the en- 
emy, let us confide ourselves to the 
everlasting Almighty, who will strength- 
en our defense and conduct it to a good 
end.“ 


Messages Exchanged Between King 
George and the Czar. 


LONDON, Aug. 5.—King George's 
telegram to the Russian Emperor in 
a final effort to avoid war, and the 
Emperor’s reply have been made pub- 
lic. The King, expressing the opin- 
ion that there had been some mis- 
understanding to lead to the break- 
ing off of negotiations, said: 

“I make a personal appeal to you 
to remove the misapprehension and 
leave open the ground for hegotlia- 
tions for possible peace.” 

The Russian Emperor replied that 
he would have accepted the propos- 
als had not Germany declared war. 

“Germany,” says the Emperor, 
“shows no disposition to mediate and 
her preparations and those of Aus- 
tria make it imperative that Russia 
should mobilize, but I gave most cate- 
gorica] assurances to the German 
Emperor that the Russian troops 
would not move so long as the ne- 
gotiations continued.” 

The reply concludes: 

“IT trust that your country will not 


fail to support Russia and France. 
God bless and protect you.”

Carbajal’ 8 15 in Washington 
Says New Proposals Will 
Be Made to Rebels. 


WASHINGTON, Aug. 5.—Jese Cas- 
uno, personal representative of Pro- 
visional President Carbajal, received 
messages from Mexico today indicat- 
ing that the peace negotiations at 
Saltillo had not bees terminated. Cas- 
tillo sald other proposals and sug- 
gestions might be made and he 
planned to discuss these with Sec- 
retary Bryan. 


MEXICO CITY, Aug. 5.—The fate 
of the capital remained in doubt to- 
day. The 112 generals of the Federal 
army, constituting the coungil of 
war, had not decided whether to fight 
oi evacuate the city. 

The generals were in conference 
until a late hour last night and fail- 
ing to determine their policy sepa- 
rated to meet again this afternoon, 

President Carbajal will issue a call 
for a mass meeting of business men 
to learn their feelings regarding the 
matter. He will inform them thar 
Gen. Carranza demands the uncondi- 
tional surrender of the city and that 
aoncompliance with the demand will 
mean that the capital will be taken 
by assault. 

Railway telegraph operators report 
fighting between the advance guards 


of the Federals and Constitutionalisis 
at Teoloyucan, 20 miles north of thie 
city. The position of the two forces 
were unchanged early today. 


Washington Hears That Villa Will 
Proclaim His Independence. 
WASHINGTON, Aug. 5.—Sudden sus- 
pension of the peace conference between 
Federal and Constitutionalist delegates 
ai Saltillo, and reports that ‘Villa in 
the North practically had proclaimed 
hic independence from the Carranza 
movement, threatened today to upset 
plans for the apeedy settlement of un- 

rest in Mexico. 

That the ConstitutiOnalists, however, 
might take possesion of Mexico City 
without further fighting was a possibil- 
«cy, a8 indicated by the convening of.a 
Federal council of war where uncondi- 
ticnal surrender to Carranza was dis- 
cussed. Army officers debated with 
Provisional President Carbajal and Con 
éressmen the advisability of evacuating 
the capital to permit the unhindered en- 
try of the Constitutionalist army.

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DEMANDS OF BANKS 


President Wilson Signs Bill In- 
creasing Currency Issue to 
Meet War Situation. 
McADOO IS OPTIMISTIC 
There Will Be Ample: Funds to 
Move Crops and for all Busi- 
ness, He Says. 


WASHINGTON, Aug. 5.—More than a 
billion dollars was made available to- 
day for additional circulation to pre- 
vent any financial stringency growing 
out of the European war under the bill 
amending the bank law to which Presi- 
dent. Wilson had placed his signature. 

The new act extends issues of cur- 
rency to 125 per cent of capital and sur- 
plus of banks and trust companies in 
the Federals reserve system. 

Secretary McAdoo was optimistic to- 
day over the final situation, declaring it 
to be excellent. In a formal statement 
the Secretiry had declared that the ac- 
tion of Congress in passing the amend- 
ment removed any doubt concerning 
the ability of the banks to meet the 
situation. He announced that there will 
be ample funds for cfop moving pur- 
poses and for all the needs of business. 

Already 3190, 000, 0 of currency has 
been shipped to the subtreasuries in 
New York, Chicago, St. Louis, Cincin- 
nati, San Francisco, Boston and Phila- 
delphia, in order that the needs of the 
hanks may be promptly supplied. In 
many cases banks have applied for ad- 
ditional currency merely as a precau- 
tionary measure.

NEW YORK, Aug. 5.—Although 
financial machinery of the country was 
working smoothly today as a result of 
emergency measures adopted, little 
progress was made toward resumption 
of the interchange of credits and com- 
modities between the Old World aud 
the new. 

With immedtate financia! necessities 
met, Wall street turned its attention 
to the general trade problem. The 
gieater part of the import trade from 
Europe already has been cut off. Mer- 
chandise importations here from France 
and Germany alone average . $1,000,000 
daily. 

The export trade presented a still 
larger problem. American exports to 
Europe under normal conditions aver- 
age $4,000,000 daily, nearly one-third for 
France and Germany. All of the lat- 
ter, at least for the moment, is 
blocked. The remainder. including the 
one-third which usually goes to En- 
gland, is halted by the present absence 
of facilities for financing the export 
movement. 

Stoppage of foreign trade already has 
been reflected by the piling up of wheat 
at ports and inland storage points. The 
great industries also vegan to feel the 
effects of this situation. The United 
States Steel Corporation, for example, 
exports nearly twenty-five per cent of 
its entire product and word came from 
the steel districts.today that men were 
being laid off. It was feared in Wall 
street that if that portion of the coun- 
try’s industries dependent upon the ex- 
port trade should be cut off indefinſte- 
ly by a prolonged European war the 
result would be felt seriously by the 
business community and wage workers. 


$47,000,000 NOW IN 
FEDERAL VAULTS HERE 


Subtreasurer Is Expecting an 
Additional $3,500,000 With- 


K in a Few Days. 

United States Subtreasurer Vandiver 
told a Post-Dispatch reporter Wednes- 
day that he had in his vaults in the 
Federal building $47,000,000 in gold, 
silver and currency, and expected a 
shipment of $3,500,000 more within a 
few days. 

Vandiver received $2.500,000 several 
days ago for distribution among the 
St. Louis national banks, in the event 
they had pressing demands for money 
The $3,500,000 will be distributed for 
crop moving purposes. 

The banks and trust companies, 
fearing a money stringency have en- 
forced the 30 and 60 days rule against 
savings depositors. 3 

When the next shipment comes in 
from Washington there will be more 
than $50,000,000 in the subtreasury, 
available for use in this section of 
the country.

“This lasts for several days: some- 
times for several weeks. Then, unex- 
pectedly and usually overnight, comes 
the news of a Port Arthur, battle of 
Manila, a Saarbriken or a Bull Run— 
and the markets and the community at 
large begin to shape their real ideas of 
the coming strategy of the war. 

Wall Street Reads News. 


Today, quite in accordance with the 
rule, the newspaper bulletins and the 
Wall street news slips had vague and 
fragmentary stories of German cruisers 
sunk in Kastern waters, of German 
troops 1 on the French frontier, 
and of eavy firing heard off the coast 
of Maine.’
